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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

Claims 1-16 are allowed because none of the prior art teach or suggest the particular 
subset of the process steps in forming electrically conductive bumps on a wafer with printing a 
plurality of bumps of an insulating material each on to of one of the plurality of conductive 
elements, and heat treating the plurality of bumps at a temperature of at least lOO^C.
